When the cirauits were working (?) the S/N was measured 
and found to be 46 db. Needless to say, this was a far 
ery fron the expected 67.5 db that had been comouted, 

The reviestor on the Roxborough tower and the two antennas 
sere Yrantically readjusted = to no avail, Since WPHL 
with thelr brand new gear, was ready to go on the air, 
someting had to be deme quickly. The quickest thing 
was tu substitute 8 foot antennas in place of the 4 foot 
ones, Tar a net gain of 6 db per antenna. (8 foot 

antenna has 47 db gain) Then the S/N measured 59 db, 

Just within that required to provide a nofse-free picture, 


After ihe strike was over and people were again available, 
it was my Job to find out what caused the excessive 

(about 22 db) net path loss. Since the station was on 
the air every day, all testing had to be done at night. 
Transmitter output power, wave guide losses, receiver 
sensitivity, and the losses of all components of the efre 
cult vores casyrately measured. The trouble was located

A “careful"® inspection 
of the weve guide was made in place, Sut nothing wes 
foun¢, So we hed a new 75 foot piece shipped from the 
manufecturer and several nights later installed ft while 
I hele vv breath watching the signa! level meters. As 
the corsoetions were made the signal fevel on each ree 
ceiver fisesed aporoximately 100 points higher than 
ever horore, What a relfef! Measurenents were mace 
again ent belfeve it or not the measured results were 
within « helf db of the computed values, whteh just 
goes to sonar you @ hi!

Incidentally, the wave guide was made of corrugated, 
elliptical copper, polyethylene covered and ts flexible 
within limits, so that it is rather easy to install. 


On! You want to know wkat caused the trouble? Well, 
we took the ald wave guide back to the shop, cut it in 
half and thetrouble was in one half. So we cut that 
piece in half and the trouble was in one half only. 

We “vary, very® carefully inspected that piece and 
concluced thet it nad wrong dimensions, possibly due to 
some faclt in extruding at the time of manufacture. 

The marcfacturer would not pay us for all of our 

extra trouble (hit) but did give us a new 75 foot 

piece of wave guide.
